And it is further orde- 
red that all Captains, and Officers of Trained-Bands and 
Voluntiers, And all Head-officers, Conſtables, and all o- 
ther perſons whatſoever, ſhall be ayding and aſsiſting to 
the {aid Deputy-Leivtenants and uſtices of the Peace , 
or any one or more of them 1n execution of the premuſſes, - ' 


as they ygill anſwer the contrary at their perill.
